of $1. These will go into circula­ 
tion by paying it to employes, of­ 
ficials and creditors of the City of 
Evanston, w*ho may accept it or not 
in payment on account. Then mem­ 
bers of the association will accept 
these certificates in trade for goods 
or on account. 
How Money Is Made Good 
Each time a merchant receives a 
dollar certificate for goods, he may 
reissue it by fixing in a space pro­ 
vided on the back of it, a special 
tw*o cent stamp issued by the asso­ 
ciation. When the dollar certificate 
has thus served as one of the some­ 
what scarce U. S. dollar bills, for 
fifty transactions about town, it 
will have on the back of it a dol­ 
lar in stamps. 
It will be then redeemed with a 
regular U. Si dollar by the Asso­ 
ciation, which has already got the 
money for stamps. 
The certificates meanwhile have 
been secured by a fund deposited in 
a local bank. 
To Ease Depression

sale of 
stamps are to be used to buy tax 
anticipation w arrants issued by the 
City of Evanston. 
Thus bringing 
more cash into the city till to pay 
bills. 
The city employes and sal­ 
aried officials as well as many of 
the creditors will be paid and may 
then purchase most of their ne­ 
cessities at local stores, thus re­

GRADES SOON 


Oltendorf Construction 
Co. Gets Contract at R. 
53 and 58, Palatine 


The future users of Route 53, the 
new north and south highway that 
extends from 
Palatine south to 
Joliet will be able to speed along 
with few stops for street intersec­ 
tions. 
The state department of 
public works let the contract for 
$400,000 worth of work last week, 
among which was $61,997.68 for the 
grade separation of routes 53 and 
58. 
The contractor is Oltendorf 
Construction 
Co., 
of 
Palatine, 
which firm has been working sev­ 
eral months on a similar separa­ 
tion job of route 54 and 18 near 
Hinsdale. 
Work will start on the new job 
soon after the first of the year. 
The state has evidently adopted a 
plan of grade separation and in this 
case, is completing 53, including the 
separations, all at one time. This 
is a new road, mostly over a new 
right of wray. It was provided for 
many years ago in the first state 
bond issue and in spite of compe­ 
tition from other localities for 
roads, has survived and will be 
completed. At the present time it 
is of small importance, but it is ex­ 
pected that it will become an out­ 
ed belt line that will be much used 
by thru traffic in 
future years. 
Palatine is fortunate in being lo­ 
cated upon the route, which trav­ 
els over route 19 for a distance of 
four blocks. 
At present the state 
has only constructed the road as 
far north as the Lake-Cook coun­ 
ty line.

C. & N. W. To Reduce 
Fares Feb. I, New 
Scrip Book System 


Two significant steps in the fight 
for passenger business—the intro­ 
duction of scrip books allowing a 
25 per cent saving in transporta­ 
tion costs, and a daily three cent a 
mile travel basis instead of 3.6 for 
the sale of round-trip tickets—will 
be taken by the Chicago & North 
Western Railway February I with 
the hope of attracting patronage 
to the road, R. Thomson, passenger 
traffic manager, Chicago has an­ 
nounced. 
(The scrip books, which will give 
frequent travelers a 2.7 per mile 
oasis of travel and will allow free 
checking of 300 pounds of baggage, 
will be accepted for 
purchase of 
regular first class one-way tickets. 
Itwo types of books will be sold. 
One containing $72.00 in coupons 
brill be sold for $54.00 and may be 
used by the traveler between points 
within the territory between Chi­ 
cago and certain Western points— 
Ogden, Utah, for example, 
being 
the limit on the Overland 
Route. 
The other type, containing $108.00 
in scrip, which will be 
sold for 
$81.00, will be good for travel for 
longer distances, for instance be­ 
tween Chicago and California or 
Chicago and the Pacific Northwest. 
The feature of 
allowing 
300 
pounds of baggage checked .free 
doubles the amount allowed on the 
present first-class ticket. This will 
allow commercial 
travelers 
with 
heavy trunks to cut their traveling 
expenses even more than 
the 25 
per cent shown on the face of the 
scrip book. 
The books will be sold on an in­ 
dividual basis requiring 
that the 
purchaser of the book be the user 
of the transportation. 
The daily round-trip fares on a 
three cents a mile basis, a 16 2/3 
per cent reduction over 
the 3.6 
basic rate, will be sold between all 
stations on the Chicago & North 
Western Railway and 
from sta­ 
tions on the North W estern to Sta­ 
tions east of and including Utah 
and Montana, but not east of Chi­ 
cago. 
These tickets will be good 
in all classes of equipment and will 
have a return limit 
of ten days 
from date of sale. 
“The introduction of these two 
new types of passenger transpor­ 
tation has a two-fold purpose,” Mr. 
Thomson believes. 
“It will allow 
the frequent traveler and especial­ 
ly the one who carries with him 
heavy baggage, to save 25 per cent 
and more in 
his 
transportation 
costs and it will allow the occasion­ 
al traveler to save in his ordinary 
round-trip expense. 
“We believe th a t the scrip book 
feature will do much to bring back 
commercial travel to the railroads.”

State Representative To 
Explain Facts Of 
“Economy” 


Arrangements are being com­ 
pleted for a mass meeting in Mt. 
Prospect fostered by the Improve­ 
m ent Association to give every res­ 
ident more information concerning 
the Griffenhagen report and the 
consequences to taxpayers here of 
sny of the proposed consolidations 
in taxing bodies of the county and • 
other governmental activities. 
This was announced Monday by 
G. A. Andresen, chairm an of the ■ 
com m ittee appointed a t the l a s t 1 
m eeting of the Improvement Asso- 
ciation, to consider the advisability 
of holding a m ass m eeting for the 
purpose of inform ing citizens about 
the proposed legislation th at would 
bind the governm ental bodies of 
Cook county into few er and sm aller 
units than at present. 
William 
Busse, Jr., and A. C. Dresser are 
the other members of the commit­ 
tee. 
F rank Foster, representative of 
the seventh district in the state leg­ 
islature, has agreed to address a 
m ass m eeting in Mt. Prospect at 
any time, Mr. Andresen said. 
He 
had been in communication with 
Mr. Foster, who immediately ex­ 
pressed a willingness to help give 
the facts about the Griffenhagen 
report and the consequences of its 
proposals, if adopted, to be resi­ 
dents outside of Chicago. 
Mr. Foster has been active in 
giving this inform ation throughout 
the seventh district.. He spoke be­ 
fore the Cook County Farm Bureau 
at LaGrange recently when he de­ 
clared that such consolidation leg­ 
islation would practically amount 
to confiscation of property in the 
suburban and farm areas of the 
county. 
It is believed th at a combination 
of downstate legislators with the 
four representatives from Cook 
county outside of Chicago will be
